Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments have been largely 
addressed in the final rejection. To Applicants' argument that the ee% is not mentioned in Collett the Examiner responds that Collett 
dicloses optically pure material which has a presumed ee of 100%. To Applicants' argument that Collett teaches the formation of racemic 
mandelic acid derivaties the Examiner points out that this material is then resolved to give the optically pure compounds after 
recrystallizing from benzene. In addition much of Applicants' argument is directed toward the co-solvent which is only optional in 
independent claims 11 and 16. 
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
